Now to the end, that all Perſons who have occaſion an! are wtiling to Infare their 
Hovles, may be accommodated upon mere Equal and Advantegious Terms. 

An Office is Ereed, wherein all Perſons ſhall Le Equs} Sharers in Profit and Loſs, 
in proportion to their Inſurance in the ſaid Office. 

{2 The Profits ſhall be divided every year roexch Perſon in proportion to what he 
ſhail have Inſured in the ſaid Office : only allowing rcafonzi:le Charges and Expences, 
to be ſet and approved by twenty DireRors appointed for that purpoſe, who have the 
ſole Management of all Matters relating to the faid Ottice tor one year, unle!s upon 
juſt Cauſe they ſhall be diſplaced at a General-Meeting, which is to be licid twice 2
